28. — Disaster ^ threatens Europe 
through the Increasing mortality 
among children, and there will be a 
rapid spread of disease unless help 
is available, especially from the 
United States and Britain, according 
to reports of the leading delegates 
to the "Save-the-Children’’ confer¬ 
ence Just held here. "n- 

Lady MdWel Paget, British repre¬ 
sentative, said hundreds of children 
were dying in Czecho-Slovakia this 
Winter from cold and lack of clothes. 
There was only one doctor for each 
50,000 inhabitants of the country, she 
asserted. 

Miss Gristlch reported that eighty 
per cent of the children In Serbia 
are suffering from tuberculosis. There 
are 200,000 orphans, she added, many 
of whom have become half-savage 
through hunger and misery. With¬ 
out the aid of the United States, she 
declared, most of them would have 
perished. 

Dr. Frick and Miss E. Pye, Ameri¬ 
cans. described the suffering of 
children in Austria and Hungary, 
where, they said, the hospitals are 
filled. The lack of medicines, cloth¬ 
ing, soap and milk was making the 
fight against disease discouraging. 
The American agencies in Vienna 
were giving 100,000 children of 
Vienna one meal daily, but these 
measures were Inadequate. 

Madame Schrelber reported that 
150,000 persons, mostly children, had 
died of hunger In Germany during 
the war. Unofficial statistics, she 
added, showed that up to the present 
a total of a million deaths had oc¬ 
curred. 

The reports of the delegates were 
made after personal Inspection of the 
countries touched updh.

Legislation also is expected to 
provide for the following: The es-' 
tublishment of a school for sub¬ 
normal boys: to consolidate exist¬ 
ing legislation relative to the regu¬ 
lation of creameries and dairies; to 
safeguard further the public against 
danger from bovine tuberculosis, 
and to provide,for the legal adoption 
of children.

Famous 16th Battalion De 
bailed to This City in Militia 
Reorganization

Victoria ts to be the home of the 
Itfih Canadian Scottish Battalion,! 
which won » remarkable record for ! 
fighting in the great war. This in¬ 
teresting and gratifying information 
was received by the Board of Trade 
yesterday afternoon from the Militia. 
Department at Ottawa. 

For some time past the Board, 
with other public bodies, has been 
Insistent at Ottawa to put one over¬ 
seas battalion in Victoria's militia 
quota. It was feared for a time that 
the active Western battalions would 
all hu^e their* headquarters in Van¬ 
couver. There was some difference 
of opinion as to which battulion 
should be detailed to Victoria, as the 
officers and men of each unit were 
desirous of having their battalion 
picked out for Victoria. 

A Wonderful Record. 

The 16th Battalion has a record 
second to none In the Canadian 
Corps. It was mobilized at, Val- 
cartier at the end of August. 1914. Its 
companies consisted of men from the 
•TOtJi Gordon Highlanders of this city, 
the "2nd Highlanders, of Vancouver, 
and men from Highland regiments in 
Winnipeg. Lleut.-CoJ. R.G.E. Leckie 
(now Major-General) was made the 
first O.C. 

After undergoing the horrors of 
the training period on Salisbury I 
Plains the battalion went to France 
in February, 1915. It first dis¬ 
tinguished itself in the Second Battle 
of Ypres. The "Jocks,” us they were 
fumilurly known among the troops, 
swept through the wood in which the 
captured Canadian guns were and 
drove out the Huns, recapturing the 
guns. Henceforth the Canadian 
Scottish figured in al) the important 
battles fought in the Great War. 

When Lieut.-Col. Leckie was: 
wounded his brother, Lieut.-Col. John 
Leckie, took command and lrfter the j 
f-imious soldier, Lieut.-Col. C. W. 
Peck, V.C., became the commanding 
officer and led the battalion through ( 
the gruelling fighting in the later 
days. Many thousands of gallant 
lads passed through the ranks, hun¬ 
dreds paying the supreme sacrifice, 
and many being badly wounded and 
crippled for life. The honors won by 
the battalion numbered several 
hundred.

hence the continuing de¬ 
moralization of the market; but it 
seems certain that the present price 
obtainable is not high enough to 
permit of a continuation of produc¬ 
tion under the present scale of higher 
wages and high costs of necessary 
mining supplies. This latter phase 
is being reflected In a slightly rising 
market price during the last month 
of the year. Should this rise not 
continue until it reaches the present 
cost of production, it will mean con¬ 
tinued curtailment of production and 
the eventual elimination of the less 
economically well-conditioned pro¬ 
ducers. 

Such is the uncertainty attending 
the market conditions of the near 
future, in the light of which It la im¬ 
possible to predict, with any degree 
of certainty, what output in copper 
our British Columbia mines will 
make during the coming year. Should 
the market price Improve somewhat, 
or should the items affecting the 
cost of production diminish, we can 
confidently predict a much Increased 
output, for the mines are in a posi¬ 
tion to make it. should the conditions 
render it commercially profitable so 
to do. 

Metalliferous Output. 

"The value of the products of the 
metalliferous mines this past year Is, 
estimated to he about $20,095,057, a 
decrease of $7,815,221 as compared 
with the preceding year. 

"This is almost entirely attribut¬ 
able to a decreased output of copper 
and a lower market price for the 
product, as has been already com¬ 
mented upon. 

"Generally the outlook for 1920 Is 
most Reassuring. The opening of new 
camps in the Portland (Tanal district 
has been the outstanding event of 
the past few months. There Is no 
doubt that this district will be sub¬ 
jected to extensive prospecting and 
development this year. In short, there 
Is every reason to believe that 192a 
will be most important to the Prov¬ 
ince In point of mining development. 

"The production of gold, both plac¬ 
er and lode, shows a decrease of 
about $506,947, us is fully pointed out 
in the detailed notes on that metal. 
With the value of the product fixed, 
while the abnormally high prices of 
all .items entering into the costs of 
production remain as they are. the 
condition of this branch of the In¬ 
dustry never can be satisfactory. 

"The output of silver shows an in¬ 
crease both as regards quantity pro¬ 
duced and the value of the product. 
Silver is the only metal in the list the 
bo considered

"As the position of the copper out¬ 
put is the important feature for con¬ 
sideration In this year’s summary of 
production. It may 4>e well to outline 
the conditions surrounding the mar¬ 
keting of this metal during the past 
few years. 

"Copper is such an essential war 
metal that all the Allied nations had 
felt obliged to accumulate within 
their borders a sufficient supply of 
the metal for war needs for a consid¬ 
erable time in advance, in case trans¬ 
portation facilities should cease. 

"The sudden coming of the armis¬ 
tice in the Fall of 1918 found all the 
great nations with these very large 
stocks of copper on hand, and no fur¬ 
ther demand for war supplies. It 
was estimated roughly that the stocks 
on hand were sufficient to supply the 
demands oiwa peace basis for about 
two years without further production 
by the mines. 

"As a consequence of the war the

Murruy, to compel them to stop their 
efforts to have these Indians, re¬ 
moved from the foreshore at Che¬ 
mainus. 

“This removal of the plaintiffs 
from the foreshore at Chemainus was 
made in excess of the jurisdiction of 
the said James Maitland-Dougall, 
and. is Invalid and a nullity,’’ the 
Indians claim in their petition. 

The Indians ask the Supreme Court 
for a full injunction restraining the 
defendants or Hnyone in the employ 
of the Provincial Government from 
carrying into effect the orders of 
Magistrate Maitland-Dougall. They 
also ask for damages.

DENIES ENEMY ALIENS 
“DUMPED” IN PROVINCE 

In a following telegram received by 
Hon. S. F. Tolmie, Minister of Agri¬ 
culture. yesterday, Right Hon. C. J. 
Doherty, Minister of Justice, denies 
that the Federal Government’ has 
been "dumping” large numbers of 
enemy aliens in British Columbia:* 

’Thirty or forty aliens released 
from Internment camps have been 
sent back to British Columbia. The 
Government has no choice but to re¬ 
turn them to the locality where they 
lived previous to arrest. They are 
not alien enemies, as they are Polish 
and Roumanian citizens—conse¬ 
quently subjects of Allied countries." 

Dr. Tolmie understands that the 
Government's policy is to deport in¬ 
terned enemy aliens to their own 
countries.

Canadian Northern terminals pay¬ 
ments under Railway Terminals Act, 
1913, during eleven months, January 
to November,, inclusive, amounted to 
$340,740.66. 

Work on Victoria terminals are In 
progress, present* plans provide for 
yardage, a five-stall engine house, 
machine shop, coaling station, turn¬ 
table, temporary station and freight 
shed; 34,000 had been expended upon 
these terminals up to November 30 
last. 

A bridge across the Kokeslla River 
is in course of construction, and 
operations will be continued during 
the coming season on the Victoria- 
Albernl section of the C. N. R. 

Construction on the Kamloops- 
Kelowna branch of the Canadian 
Northern Pacific Railway is proceed¬ 
ing rapidly, some 131 miles being 
under contract with 62 per cent, of 
grading quantities completed. A 
spur of this line will connect with 
Lumby. 

New Westminster Bridge. 

New Westminster bridge is under 
the control of the Department of 
Railways. This bridge has been re- 
laid with new 80-pound steel rails. 
The Southern Highway approach has 
been refloored, a painting machine 
installed, painting and general re¬ 
pairs executed. Contracts have been 
let for renewal of lumber In the 
southern approaijh and for sidewalk 
carried by steel brackets on the up 
stream side of the bridge. Sixty-five 
motor cars per hour have been count¬ 
ed as crossing the bridge—6,720 pas¬ 
senger trains hauling 32,187 pas¬ 
sengers and 4,260 freight trains and 
62,788 freight cars and 2,326 mixed 
trains hauling 7,854 cars crossed this 
bridge during the year.

W. E. Harper Gave Interesting 
Address Before Astronomical 
Society. 

A very interesting address on 
‘‘Comets’’ was delivered last evening 
before the Victoria branch of the 
Royal Astronomical Society by M. W. 
E. Harper, F. R. A. 8. C. t of the Do¬ 
minion Astrophyslcal Observatory, 
who stated that at present about 700 
comets aro known, and hardly a day 
passes without one of them being 
visible through a telescope. 

"The heads of comets," he stated, 
"consisting of minute solid particles 
mixed with gases, become disinte¬ 
grated with the sun’s heat and other 
forces and the very tiny particles 
thus formed are driven off by the 
pressure of the sun’s rays—for light 
actually exerts a pressure. The tails 
thus formed eventually separate from 
the head df the comet, and the rem¬ 
nants are recognized later as meteor 
swarms, the so-called shooting stars. 
While the volumes are enormous, the 
masses of comets are very small, ex- 
extreme view? being that they could 
be compressed into a suit case. It is 
more probable that their mass is 
equal to the earth’s atmosphere.” 

Mr. Harper made the preliminary 
tests for climatic conditions which 
led to Victoria being selected for the 
Dominion Observatory. 

F. Napier Denison. Superintendent 
of the Gonzales Observatory, gave a 
few interesting features of the recent 
earthquake, which occurred Friday. 
He said it was the worst tremor that 
had been felt here since he came to 
Victoria. The vertical movement of 
the seismograph, he states, was equal 
to one-half of a millimeter, but he 
believed elsewhere In the city the, 
shock would be more severe than at I 
Gonzales Hill.
